Why do we address these matters fraught with such complexity, 
controversy and passion? We speak as pastors, not politicians. 
We are teachers, not technicians. We cannot avoid our respons- 
ibility to lift up the moral dimensions of the choices before 
our world and nation. The nuclear age is an era of moral as 
well as physical danger. We are the first generation since & 
Genesis with the power to threaten the created order. We cannot 
remain silent in the face of such danger. hy do we address 

these issued? We are simply trying to live up to the call of 

Jesus to be peacemakers in our own time and situation. 


What are we saying? Fundamentally, we are saying that the 
decisions about nuclear weapons are among the most pressing moral 
questions of our age. While these decisions have obvious military 
and political aspects, they involve fundamental moral choices. 

In simple terms, we are saying that good ends (defending one's 
country, protecting freedom, etc.) cannot justify immoral means 
(the use of weapons which kill indiscriminately and threaten 
whole societies). We fear that our world and nation are headed 

in the wrong direction. More weapons with greater destructive 
potential are produced every day. More and more nations are 
seeking to become nuclear powers. In our quest for more and 

more security we are actually becoming less and less secure. 2 


We need a "moral about-face", The whole world must summon the 
moral courage and technical means to say no to nuclear conflict; 
no to weapons of mass destruction; no to an arms race which 
robs the poor and the vulnerable; and no to the moral danger 

of a nuclear age which places before humankind indefensible 
choices of constant terror or surrender. Peacemaking is not 

an optional commitment. It is a requirement of our faith.

The same divine humility which decreed that God should 
become a baby at a peasant-woman's breast, and later an 
arrested field~preacher in the hands of the Roman police, 
decreed also that He should be preached in a vulgar, 
prosaic and unliterary language. If you can stomach 
the one, you can stomach the other. The Incarnation is 
in that sense an irreverent doctrine: Christianity, in 
that sense, an incurably irreverent religion. When we 
expect that it should have come before the World in 
all the beauty that we now feel in the Authorised Version 
we are as wide of the mark as the Jews were in expecting 
that the Messiah would come as a great earthly King. 

The real sanctity, the real beauty and sublimity of the 
New Testament (as of Christ's life) are of a different 
sort: miles deeper or further in. 


Finally, though it may seem a sour paradox - we must 
sometimes get away from the Authorised Version, if for 
no other reason, simply because it is so beautiful and 
so solem. Beauty exalts, but beauty also lulls. Early 
associations endear but they also confuse. Through that 
beautiful solemnity the transporting or horrifying reali- 
ties of which the Book tells may come to us blunted and 
disarmed and we may only sigh with tranquil veneration 
when we ought to be burning with shame or struck dumb 
with terror or carried out of ourselves by ravishing 
hopes and adorations.

We do not want merely to See beauty, though, God knows, 
even that is bounty enough. We want something else which 
can hardly be put into words - to be united with the beauty 
we see, to pass into it, to receive it into ourselves, to 
bathe in it, to become part of it. That is why we have 
peopled air and earth and water with gods and goddesses 
and nymphs and elves - that, though we cannot, yet these 
projections can, enjoy in themselves that beauty, grace 
and power of which Nature is the image. That is why the 
poets tell us such lovely falsehoods. They talk as ET 

the west wind could really sweep into a human soul; but 

it can't. They tell us that 'beauty born of murmuring ` 
sound' will pass into a human face; but it won't. Or not 
yet. For if we take the imagery of Scripture seriously, 
if we believe that God will one day give us the Morning 
Star and cause us to put on the splendour of the sun, then 
we may surmise that both the ancient myths and the modern 
poetry, so false as history, may be very near the truth 

as prophecy. At present we are on the outside of the 
world, the wrong side of the door. We discern the fresh- 
ness and purity of morning, but they do not make us fresh 
and pure. We cannot mingle with the splendours we see. 
but all the leaves of the New Testament are rustling with 
the rumour that it will not always be so. Some day, God 
willing, we shali get in.

Books about prayer are as unappetising as books of 
sexology, and for the same reason. It is only from 
inside the experience that sex and prayer are fitting 
and fine. From outside they are chilling and incom- 
prehensible. One thinks of the total bafflement of 
children at the open secret shared by the grown-ups. 


What humiliates, looking back at one's attempts at 
prayer, is the pretentiousness of it all. The elaborate 
categories which were explained to me when I became a 
Christian - categories of praise and thanksgiving, of 
meditation and intercession. One dutifully tried to 
think oneself into gratitude and penitence and all the 
rest. I have never quite thrown off the sense of gloom 
and failure which hung over the whole attempt for me - 

I felt like a mongol trying to learn Greek. Part of the 
misery had to do with the talk of relationship with God. 
I hoped for something not unlike a daily telephone con- 
versation with God, and was hurt that He seemed undis- 
posed to chat. 


One's pride and pretentiousness does not much like the 
alternative, however, which is the scaling down of 
prayer to something utterly simple, and non-active. 
Sitting. Trying to inhabit oneself, and to set oneself 
within the landscape. When one achieves it praise is 
the natural response.

In speaking of this desire for our own far-off country, 
which we find in ourselves even now, I feel a certain 
shyness. I am almost committing an indecency. I am try~ 
ing to rip open the inconsolable secret in each one of 

you ~ the secret which hurts so much that you take your 
revenge on it by calling it names like Nostalgia and 
Romanticism and Adolescence. . . Our commonest expedient is 
to call it beauty and behave as if that had settled the 
matter. Wordsworth's expedient was to identify it with 
certain moments in his own past. But all this is a 

cheat. If Wordsworth had gone back to those moments in 
the past, he would not have found the thing itself, but 
only the reminder of it; what he remembered would turn 

out to be itself a remembering. The books or the music

I am not suggesting at all that the existence of God is as 
easily established as the existence of Shakespeare. My 
point is that, if God does exist, He is related to the 
universe more as an author is related to a play than as 
one object in the universe is related to another 


To some, God is discoverable everywhere; to others, nowhere, 
Those who do not find Him on earth are unlikely to find Him 
in space. (Hang it all, we're in space already; every year 
we go a huge circular tour in space.) But send a saint up 
in a spaceship and he'll find God in space as he found God 
on earth.

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What makes life difficult is that the process of con- 
fronting and solving problems is a painful one. Problems, 
depending upon their nature, evoke in us frustration or 
grief or sadness or loneliness or guilt or regret or anger 
or fear or anxiety or anguish or despair. These are un- 
comfortable feelings, often very uncomfortable, often as 
painful as any kind of physical pain, sometimes equaling 
the very worst kind of physical pain. Indeed, it is 
because of the pain that events or conflicts engender in 
us that we call them problems. And since life poses an 
endless series of problems, life is always difficult and 
is fuil of pain as well as joy. 


Yet it is in this whole process of meeting and solving 
problems that life has its meaning. Problems are the 
cutting edge that distinguishes between success and 
failure. Problems call forth our courage and our wis- 
dom; indeed, they create our courage and our wisdom. 

It is only because of problems that we grow mentally and 
spiritually. When we desire to encourage the growth of the 
human spirit, we challenge and encourage the human capa- 
city to solve problems, just as in school we deliberately 
set problems for our children to solve. It is through 
the pain of confronting and resolving problems that we 
learn. As Benjamin Franklin said, “Those things tkat 
hurt, instruct." It is for this reason that wise people 
learn not to dread but actually to welcome problems and 
actually to welcome the pain of problems.

The Service tonight has a twofold purpose: 
(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given 
to the Church on the first Maundy Thursday, 
the gift of the Eucharist made at the Last 
Supper; and 

(b) to prepare our hearts and minds for the

observance of the most solemn day of the Christian 
Year, Good Friday. The first part of the Service, 

the Eucharist itself, is characterized by an atmos- 
phere of joyful thanksgiving: we have attempted to 
emphasize this by the use of the traditional vestments 
in white, by dressing the altar in white, the colour 
of joy and thanksgiving. The Introit and Gradual, 
Offertory and ‘Communion Sentences, with their joyful 
outbursts of Alleluia, the Gospel sung in the midst 

of the congregation, the use of Servers carrying can- 
dles in procession, the Communion Motet - all of these 
are symbols of the Church's deep sense of joyful 
thanksgiving as we recall liturgically the gift of 
this great Sacrament of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given in the 
shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow of the Cross; 

and so the Maundy Thursday liturgy ends on a very 
different note. After the Eucharist is over, the altar 
and sanctuary are solemnly stripped of all their 
Ornaments, the lights are dimmed; all of this to 
prepare us for Good Friday, the day on which our Lord 
was stripped of his clothing, stripped of his human 
dignity, stripped of all outward signs of his divinity; 
the day on which "there was darkness over all the land". 
The service ends with the eloquent testimony of a 
darkened and barren sanctuary speaking to us of the 
events we shall be commemorating in the Church tomorrow. 


We ask you to leave the church this evening quietly.

What difference does a high level of spiritual commitment 
make in the life of the individual and of society as a 
whole?... 


The findings we have recorded on spiritual commitment are 
dramatic and destroy the assertion that is sometimes made 
that deeply religious people tend to he self-satisfied, 

more interested in their own spiritual welfare than the good 
of their neighbours, socially apathetic, and even to some 
extent intolérant of persons who differ from them in terms 
of backgrounds and religious persuasions. 


The fact id, the 12%, who fit our category of “highly 
spiritually committed", are a “breed apart" from the rest 
of the populace in at least four key respects: 


1. They are more satisfied with their lot in life than 
are those who are less spiritually committed - and far 
happier. A total of 68% of the highly spiritually committed 
say they are “very happy", compared to 46% of the moderately 
spiritually committed, 39% of the moderately uncommitted, 
and 30% of the highly uncommitted. 


2. They tend to place greater importance on family life 
than do persons in the less spiritually committed categories. 


3. They tend to be more tolerant of persons of different 
races and religions than are those who are less spiritually 
committed. 


4. They are vitally concerned about the betterment of 
society and are, for example, far more involved in charitable 
activities than are their counterparts. A total of 46% of 
the highly spiritually committed say they are presently 
working among the poor, the infirm and the elderly, compared 
to 36% among the moderately committed, 28% of the moderately 
uncommitted, and 22% of the highly uncommitted.

The people who hanged Christ never, to do them justice, 
accused Him of being a bore - on the contrary; they thought 
Him too dynamic to be safe. It has been left for later 
generations to muffle up that shattering personality and sur- 
round Him with an atmosphere of tedium. We have very effici- 
ently pared the claws of the Lion of Judah, certified Him cx 
"meek and mild," and recommended Him as a fitting household 
pet for pale curates and pious old ladies. To those who knew 
Him, however, He in no way suggested a milk-and-water person; 
they objected to Him as a dangerous firebrand. True, He was 
tender to the unfortunate, patient with honest inquirers, and 
humble before Heaven; but He insulted respectable clergymen 
by calling them hypocrites; He referred to King Herod as 
"that fox"; He went to parties in disreputable company and 
was looked upon as a "gluttonous man and a wine-bibber, a 
friend of publicans and sinners"; He assaulted indignant 
tradesmen and threw them and their belongings out of the 
Temple; He drove a coach-and-horses through a number of 
sacrosanct and hoary regulations; He cured diseases by any 
means that came handy, with a shocking casualness in the 
matter of other people's pigs and property; He showed no 
proper deference for wealth or social position; when confronted 
with neat dialectical traps, He displayed a paradoxical & 
humour that affronted serious-minded people, and He retorted 
by asking disagreeably searching questions that could not 

be answered by rule of thumb. He was emphatically not a 

dull man in His human lifetime, and if He was God, there can 
be nothing dull about God either. But He had "a daily beauty 
in His life that made us ugly," and officialdom felt that 

the established order of things would be more secure without 
Him. So they did away with God in the name of peace and 
quietness.

MAKING FRIENDS WITH TIME 
Robert McAfee Brown 


Making friends with time is not an occupation for old folks, 
it is an occupation for anyone, at any time, who wants life 
to be fuller rather than emptier. 


I have no control over the quantity of life still at my dis- 
posal, however, I do have considerable control over the 
quality of life at my disposal. I could conceivably live 40 
more dull and unimaginative years, merely trying to survive 
and beat the actuarial tables. Or I might live four more 
years, invested with a zest and excitement and fulfillment 
that would make their relatively short duration much more 
significant and satisfying than a timespan 10 times that long. 


Solution: Stop wasting the already precious moments griping 
about the passage of time, and get on with the affirmation of 
the present moments as grace-filled. Full of grace. Gifts. 


A few details of the solytion: Don't wait for gifts tomorrow, 
recognize them today, since they are all about us. There are 
times to be redeemed, a world to be transformed, yes; but 
there are also events to be embraced, little events as well 


as big ones, and persons to be given affirmation and affection. 


Although the quantity of those moments is finite, the quality 
those moments can have is infinite. We embrace them when we 
affirm the small things that give time its blessed quality-- 
a glance, a sound, à touch, a tiny ritual. Such things are 
complete in themselves. But there is a further blessedness. 
They not only invest the now with preciousness in its own 
right. They also give a new quality to the moments that 
precede and follow the now--an eternity momentarily glimpsed 
and forever retrievable through another gift, memory.

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ALONE WITH YOURSELF 


A man came to Dr. Carl Jung suffering from a nervous 
breakdown. The story he told was a simple one, familiar 
to so many of us; he had been working fourteen hours 

a day and his nerves were shot. Jung's instructions 
were also quite simple. He was to work only eight hours 
and then go home and spend the evening quietly in his 
study, all alone. Since the man was in real agony, he 
made up his mind to follow the prescription exactly. 
After he had worked his eight hours, he returned home, 
had his supper, and then went into his study and closed 
the door. And there he stayed for several hours. He 
played a few Chopin Etudes and finished a Hermann Hesse 
novel. The next day was the same, except that during 
his time alone he read Thomas Mann and played a Mozart 
sonata. On the following morning he went back to see 


Dr. Jung who asked him how he felt. 


When he complained that he was no better, Jung inquired 
just what he had done, and heard the recital. "But you 
didn't understand," Dr. Jung told him. "I didn't want 

you with Hermann Hesse or Thomas Mann, or even Mozart 

and Chopin. I wanted you to be all alone with yourself.” 
At this the poor man looked terrified and exclaimed, "Oh! 
but I can't think of any worse company." To which Dr. Jung 
gave his classic reply: “and yet this is the self you 
inflict on other people fourteen hours a day."

LOVE GOD 


By: Frederick Buechner 


We take the words so much for granted that we hardly stop to 
wonder where they are seeking to take us. Above all else, the 
words say, you shall love not, first your neighbor as your- 
self because that is second and comes later. On the contrary, 
it is God you shall love first before you love anything else, 
and you shall love him with all that you are and all that you 
have it in you to become - whatever that means, whatever that 
involves. The words don't explain. They just proclaim and 
command. 


Loving our neighbors, loving each other, is easier to talk about, 
easier even to do. God knows we are none of us much good at 

it much of the time, but at least we can see each other with 

our eyes. We can see each other's faces especially, and 

every once in a while, if we have our eyes open, we can see 
something of what is within those faces. Even with strangers 
sometimes - people we pass on the street or find sitting 

across from us in a bus or a waiting room; even sometimes with 
people we know very well but seldom take the trouble really to 
look at - we see something that stops us in our tracks. We 
catch a glimpse of some unexpected beauty or pain or need in 
another's face, or maybe we just notice the tilt of an old man's 
cap, or the way a young woman rests her cheek on the palm of 

her hand, or the way a child looks out the window at the rain; 
and for a moment, then, our heart goes out to them in ways too 
deep for words. We would love them right if we only could. 

We could love them truly and forever if we only knew how. And 
even as things are, we love them maybe as much as we are capable 
of loving anybody. 


But so much of our loving them has to do with seeing them - 
these strangers who are sometimes so precious, these precious 
ones who are sometimes such strangers - whereas the God we 
are commanded to love with all our hearts, souls, might, is 
the one we cannot see at all.

I remember a spring or so ago walking with a friend 
through a stand of maple trees at sugaring time. The 

sap buckets were hung from the trees, and if you were 
quiet, you could hear the sap dripping into them: all 
through the woods, if you kept still, you could hear the 
hushed drip-dropping of the sap into a thousand buckets 

or more hung out in the early spring woods with the sun 
coming down in long shafts through the trees. The sap 

of a maple is like rainwater, very soft, and almost 
without taste except for the faintest tinge of sweetness 
to it, and when my friend said he'd never tried it, I 
offered to give him a taste. I had to unhook the bucket 
from the tap to hold it fer him, and when he bent his head 
to drink from it, I tipped the bucket down to his lips, 
and just as he was about to take a sip, he looked up at 

me and said, "I have a feeling you ought to be saying some 
words." 

Well, my friend is no more or less religious than the next 
person, and we'd been chattering on about nothing in par- 
ticular as we walked along until just at that moment as 

I tipped the bucket to his lips, he said what he said, 

and said it partly as a joke. He had a feeling I should 
be saying some words, he said, as I tipped the bucket to 
his lips so he could taste for the first time the taste 

of the lifeblood of a tree. And of course for a moment 
those unsaid words fell through the air of those woods 
like the shafts of sun, and it was no joke because the 
whole place became another place or became more deeply the 
place it truly was; and he and I became different, some- 
thing happened for a second to the air around us and be- 
tween us. It was not much and lasted only for a moment 
before it was gone. But it happened - this glimpse of 
something dimly seen, dimly heard, this sense of something 
deeply hidden.

Something begun in the life of the family is to 
be carried into the next necessary stage of personal 
development. Small enough to permit a true understanding 
to grow up between its members such a body must extend 
their lives by confronting them with diversities of 
character and achievement, encouraging each person to be 
himself, relating each to a common life that is enriched 
by that which each supplies and yet is more than the sum 
of their gifts. 


Such a body would ever be seeking to do two kinds of work 
the one within itself in relating its members ever more 
genuinely to each other in love, the other in shaping a 
common attitude towards the life of the world in which 

it is set. Learning to speak the truth together in love, 
its members would form a community not withdrawn from but 
actively engaged with the world, and experiencing in an 
ever-deepening fashion a communion of transcendent character. 
It would see itself as the Church of Christ yet be ready 
to greet and work with others, sharing as far as it could 
the resources which it possessed. It would at all times 
be seeking with expectant hope to be able to experience 
more of the common life in the Body of Christ. Its prayer 
would be the quite natural breathing of the body thus 
engaged.

Not long ago I listened to an astrophysicist talk fascinatingly 
about the extraordinary strides science has made in under- 
standing such thinas as the origin of the universe, the 
nature of matter, the relationship of space to time, and he 
speke with such conviction and authority that I found myself 
asking him finally if he could conceive of a time, maybe a 
hundred years hence, when all his answers to these great 
questions might look as primitive and inadequate as the 
theories of, say, medical science a hundred years ago look 
to us now. His reply was unabashed. He-said that as far 

as he was concerned, these answers that modern science has 
reached are final answers, and all we need now is time and 
money enough to continue research into their ramifications 
and implications. Nobody could be less qualified than I am 
to pass judgment on the findings of science at any level, 
but because I know that, like all answers, these scientific 
answers are expressed in words and in numbers, which I take 
to be only another form of words, I simply cannot believe 
then to be final. It is as impossible for me to believe that 
the words even of scientific genius can say all there is to 
say about the origin of the universe as it is impossible for 
me to believe that the words even of Sophocles or Shakespeare 
can say all there is to say about human tragedy or the words 
even of Jesus Christ can say all there is to say about God 
and about our lives under God. Part, at least, of what I 
believe the New Testament means by calling Jesus himself the 
Word of God is that in the final analysis not even the most 
authentic and inspired words he ever spoke could exhaust the 
mystery he came to reveal, and that when he proclaimed not 
"What I say is the truth" but instead, "I am the truth," he 
meant, among other things, that the truth cannot be fully 
caught in any expression of the truth in words but only in 
the great eloquence and complexity and simplicity of his own 
life.

We are all such escape artists, you and I. We don't like 

to get too serious about things, especially about ourselves. 
When we are with other people, we are apt to talk about 

almost anything under the sun except for what really matters 
to us, except for our own lives, except for what is going 

on inside our own skins. We pass the time of day. We chatter. 
We hold each other at bay, keep our distance from each other 
even when God knows it is precisely each other that we 
desperately need. 


And it is the same thing when we are alone. Let's say it is 
late evening and everybody else has gone away or gone to bed. 
The time is ripe for looking back over the day, the week, 

the year, and trying to figure out where we have come from 
and where we are going to, for sifting through the things we 
have done and things we have left undone for a clue to who we 
are and who, for better or worse, we are becoming. But again 
and again we avoid the long thoughts. We turn on the tele- 
vision maybe. We pick up a newspaper or a book. We find 
some chore to do that could easily wait for the next day. 

We cling to the present out of wariness of the past. We 
cling to the surface out of fear of what lies beneath the 
surface. And why not, after all? We get tired. We get 
confused. We need such escape as we can find. But there 

is a deeper need yet, I think, and that is the need - not 

all the time, surely, but from time to time - to enter 

that still room within us all where the past lives on as 

part of the present, where the dead are alive again, where 
we are most alive ourselves to the long journeys of our 
lives with all their twistings and turnings and to where 

our journeys have brought us. The name of the room is 
Remember - the room where with patience, with charity, with 
quietness of heart, we remember consciously to remember 

the lives we have lived.

We often divide prayer up into departments: meditation or 
contemplation, for instance, is one department while inter- 
cession is another. From the practical point of view this 
division may often be necessary, but we should recognize that 
it is no more than a division of convenience. For our com- 
munion with God in prayer can never be for ourselves alone. 

I cannot enter into the presence of God only for my own sake, 
or only for the sake of my family, or only for the parish, or 
only for the Anglican communion, or only for human beings. 

Being human I shall naturally and rightly be more concerned 

for the people close to me than for others. It is stupid to 
try to disguise this fact from myself. I must admit it in my 
prayers with gratitude as human closeness is a very precious 
gift of God and it means that I am inevitably more concerned 
for John and Betty than for the diocese of Bariaboolagar and 
Sekfi Tumdila, the bishop. At the same time it remains true 
that God's presence with me is for mankind and for the universe. 
In prayer I put myself deliberately in the presence of God's 
outgoing love, and when I thus receive His outgoing love I 
become its agent and distributor so that through me it goes 
outward to all things. True prayer is thus never a form of 
self-culture. If prayers make a person less interested in, 

less concerned about, less fellow-feeling with, the needs 

and agonies of the world, then there is something very wrong 
with that person's prayers. True prayer is always sacrificial 
in the sense that it is concerned to give and to surrender, not 
to get spiritual satisfactions in selfish disregard of others.

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For centuries men and women, when they come to marriage, have 
used a word of immense beauty and deep meaning. It is the 
word honour. It's use may vary slightly as liturgy evolves, 
but it always carries the same great weight of meaning. We 
are asked if we are prepared "to love and to honour," or we 
will say, "I honour you in the name of God." At such a moment 
one is promising to honour the full humanity of the other 
person, to give him or her the honour of being a complete and 
separate being other than oneself. One is promising that one 
will never regard the other as mere object, as an extension 
of one's own desires or purposes or ambitions. In a sentence, 
te promise to honour someone is to promise not to use them. 


In every relationship he entered into, from the most intimate 
to the most casual, our Lord honoured other people. At no 
time is anyone made a stepping stone to someone else. Ño- 
body is cultivated because they may be useful to his purposes. 
Nobody is seen as an object. Times without number we are 
guilty of this. We possess endless justification for our 
lapses. People come to be seen as useful“ to our cause. 
Since our cause is impeccable, there is of course no harm in 
our using them! This man should be cultivated because he can 
gain us entry into strategic places; this woman, because 

she is a potential donor to our cause. Naturally, we are not 
using such a person since what could be more for their good 
than to become involved in our good purposes? The line is 

a subtle one, and is easily and frequently crossed. 


Our Lord ops for the development of relationships that call 
out, for certain men and women, their deepest loyalty. In 
every case it is obvious that they are sought for no reason 
other than themselves.

Some words of explanation 

The Service tonight has a twofold purpose: 
(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given 
to the Church on the first Maundy Thursday, 
the gift of the Eucharist made at the Last 
Supper; and (b) to prepare our hearts ana 
minds for the observance of the most solemn 
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day of the Christian Year, Good Friday. The first 

part of the Service, the Eucharist itself, is character- 
ized by an atmosphere of joyful thanksgiving; we 

have attempted to emphasize this by the use of the 
traditional vestments in white, by dressing the altar 

in white, the colour of joy and thanksgiving. The 
Introit and Gradual, Offertory and Communion Sentences, 
with their joyful outbursts of Alleluia, the Gospel 

sung in the midst of the congregation, the use of Servers 
carrying candles in procession, the Communion Motet - 
all of these are symbols of the Church's deep sense 

of joyful thanksgiving as we recall liturgically the 
gift of this great Sacrament of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given in the 
shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow of the Cross; 

and so the Maundy Thursday liturgy ends on a very 
different note. After the Eucharist is over, the altar 
and sanctuary are solemnly stripped of all their 
ornaments, the lights. are dimmed; all of this to pre- 
pare us for Good Friday, the day on which our Lord was 
stripped of his clothing, stripped of his human dignity, 
stripped of all outward signs of his divinity; the 

day on which “there was darkness over all the land". 

ne service ends with the eloquent testimony of a 
darkened and harren sanctuary speaking to us of the 
events we snall be commemorating in the Church tomorrow.

In Louisville, at the corner of Fourth and Walnut, in 
the center of the shopping district, I was suddenly 

overwhelmed with the realization that I loved all those 
people, that they were mind and I theirs, that we could ý 


not be alien to one another even though we were total 
strangers. It was like waking from a dream of separate- 
ness, of spurious self-isolation in a special world, the 
world of renunciation and supposed holiness. Not that 

I question the reality of my vocation, or of my monastic 
life: but the conception of “separation from the world" 
that we have in the monastery too easily presents itself 
as a complete illusion. 


This sense of liberation from an illusory difference was 
such a relief and such a joy to me that I almost laughed 
out loud. And I suppose my happiness could have taken 
form in the words: "Thank God, thank God that I am like 
other men, that I am only a man among others." 


It is a glorious destiny to be a member of the human 
race, though it is a race dedicated to many absurdities e 
and one which makes many terrible mistakes. Yet, I have 

the immense joy of being man, a member of a race in which 
God Himself became incarnate. As if the sorrows and 
stupidities of the human condition could overwhelm me, 
now I realize what we all are. And if only everybody 
could realize this! But it cannot be explained. There 
is no way of telling people that they are all walking 
around shining like the sun.

Most of the time, even though we may feel in our business 
dealings or social relationships that we are listening 
very hard, what we are usually doing ts listening 
selectively, with a preset agenda in mind, wondering as 
we listen how we can achieve certain desired results and 
get the conversation over with as quickly as possible or 
redirected in ways more satisfactory to us. 


ince true listening is love in action, nowhere is it more 
appropriate than in marriage. Yet most couples never 
truly Listen to each other. Consequently, when couples 
come to us for counseling or therapy, a majo: task we must 
accomplish tf the process is to be successful is to teach 
them how to listen. Not infrequently we fail, the energy 
and discipline involved being more than they are willing 
to expand or submit thense lues. to. Couples are often 
surprised, even horrified when we suggest to them that 
among the things they should do is talk to each other by 
appointment. It seems rigid and unromantic and unspontane- 
ous to them. Yet true listening can occur only when time 
ts set aside for it and conditions are supportive of it. 
It cannot occur when people are driving, or cooking or 
tired and anxtous to sleep or easily interrupted or in a 
hurry. Romantic "Love" is effortless, and couples are 
frequently reluctant to shoulder the effort and discipline 
of true love and listening. But when and tf they finally 
do, the results are superbly gratifying. Again and again 
we have the experience of hearing one spouse say to another 
with real joy, once the process of true listening has been 
started, "We've been married twenty-nine years and I never 
knew that about you before". When this occurs we know 
that growth in the marriage has begun.
